I t C om plains o f a Ju d g e , an d A sks T h at 
A n o th er be A p p o in ted . 
Tucson (A. T.), September 30th.—The 
following is a copv of a telegram sent to 
Attorney-General Miller, at W ashington, 
which has raised such a rupture between 
Judge Barnes and U nited States M arshal 
M eade: 
“The members of the United States 
Grand Jury, now investigating the Pay­ 
master W ham robbery cases, have indicted 
seven of the alleged robbers. W e have 
evidence that other persons took part in 
the robbery, but have not yet had suffi­ 
cient evidence to indict. 
' 
“ W hile in the m idst of our investiga­ 
tion, while the suspected robbers and their 
relatives and friends are endeavoring to 
corrupt and influence the Government’s 
witnesses to withhold their testimony from 
this Grand Ju ry , oue of them having al­ 
ready been indicted for that offense, the 
Judge of this District seems to b e cor­ 
rupted, and in the interests of good gov­ 
ernm ent in this Territory and to avert this 
calamity and to serve the ends of justice, 
we most respeclfully ask that one of the 
other Judges be forthwith directed by tele­ 
graph to proceed to Tucson to preside over 
this Court during the deliberations of this 
Grand Jury and the triai of this case.”

COM M ISSIONER O F RAILROA DS. 


H e Sink<"4 Som e Suggestions-R egarding 
R ailro a d Debt*. 
W ashington. September 30th.—The an­ 
nual report of the Commissioner of R ail­ 
roads, Taylor, was made public to-day. 
The Commissioner has held office but little 
over one m onth. The report lakes issue at 
once with the land grant roads as follows : 
“Several of the railroad companies which 
have received grants of public lands to aid 
in the construction of their roads decline 
to report to this office for the reason that 
such grants were made by the respective 
States in which the roads are located, and 
not the United States. 
“ The point made is that the grant to the 
State for the railroad is not a grant to the 
railroad company. 
“ The position taken by these companies 
would seem to be technical and evasive. 
The lands were owned by the United States 
and were granted by Acts of Congress to 
the States for the sole purpose of aiding in 
the construction of the railroads. 
“My construction upon this clause of the 
Act is that such a grant is a subsidy, as 
contemplated by the Act. 
“I have referred the subject to the honor­ 
able Secretary of the Interior for instruc­ 
tions. 
“The past year has been a prosperous one 
for railioads, especially in the W est. The 
unparalleled development of the vast re­ 
sources of the W estern States and Terri­ 
tories has attracted capital there, and the 
railroads has opened inviting fields to in ­ 
vestors. 
A s a result, railroad building has 
been carried on far in advance of the needs 
of the country, and competition has been 
stim ulated to a point ot producing serious 
losses. 
“ We cannot agree w ith the claim of the 
railroads that restrictive legislation has 
been the cause of their failures or losses.” 
Regarding the debt of the bonded roads, 
the Commissioner says: “At least two of 
m y predecessors in office have recom­ 
mended an enactm ent of a law providing 
for the funding of the deb:s of the bonded 
roads. The pian heretofore proposed is, in 
short, to fund the wnole rem aining debt 
and interest in obligations of 
a fixed 
am ount and m aturity. I have come to the 
conclusion that the most feasible plan to 
be adopted is to grant a reasonable exten­ 
sion of tim e with a reduced rate of interest, 
and require the paym ent of a certain per 
cent, ot the gross earnings of the road to be 
applied in liquidation of the indebtedness 
to the Government.” 


CH IN ESE LA BO RERS. 


S ecretary YYindom 
Stilt P la y in g W ith 
F ire —Ilis L atest. 
W ashington, SeptemDer 30th.—Secretary 
W indom has issued the following regula­ 
tions to cover the transit of Chinese labor­ 
ers through the United States: 
F irst—Any Chinese laborer claiming to 
be in transit through the territory of the 
United States, in the course of a journey 
from and to other countries, shall be re­ 
quired to produce to the Collector of Cus­ 
toms at the first port of arrival a through 
ticket acrt ss the whole territory of the 
United States intended to be traversed, and 
such other proof as he may be able to ad­ 
duce, to satisfy the Collector of the fact 
that a bona fide transit only is intended, 
and such ticket and other evidence must 
be so stamped or m arked and dated by the 
Castora officer as to prevent their use th e 
second time. 
Second—Descriptive lists of 
all such 
Chinese laborers will be prepared in dupli­ 
cate, showing the name, age, occupation, 
last place of residence, height, complexion, 
color of eyes and physical marks. 
These 
certificates must be signed by the Collector 
at the port of arrival. 
T hird—The Collector shall he satisfied of 
the correctness of the descriptive list be­ 
fore affixing his signature and seal. 
Fourth—One of the copies will be re­ 
tained on file at the office of the Collector 
of Customs at the port of arrival and one 
will be forwarded by mail to the Collector 
at the port of exit. 
Fifth—The Collector of Customs at the 
first port of arrival shall take a bond in a 
penal sum of not less than $200 for each 
Chinese laborer, conditioned for his transit 
and actual departure from the U nited 
States within a reasonable tim e not ex­ 
ceeding twenty days from the date of ar­ 
rival at such port. The bond may be given 
either by the transportation company is­ 
suing the through ticket or by some re­ 
sponsible person on behalf of the laborer 
and will be cancelled on receipt, from the 
Collector of Customs at the port of exit, of 
a certificate showing that the person spec­ 
ified in the descriptive list transm itted to 
such port has actually departed from there 
and stating the name of the vessel and the 
date of departure. 
Previous regulations on this subject are 
rescinded. 


T H E 
BLA C K DOUGLASS. 


T he C aptain of th e K earsarg e Gives Up 
H is C abin. 
W ashington, September 30th. — Fred 
Douglass, the new United States Minister 
to H ayti, has left for New York, where he 
will immediately board the Kearsarge, 
which will convey him to H ayti. H e ex­ 
pects to reach there in tim e for H ippolyte’s 
inauguration as President, October 8th. 
Commander Shepard of the Kearsarge 
will have to give up his cabin to the new 
Minister, his wife, her maid and the Secre­ 
tary of Mr. Douglass, aud will have to find 
quarters in the ward room. 
H is presence 
there will necessitate the displacem ent of 
some other officer, who will be subjected 
to the inconvenience of finding a room else­ 
where. 
The rules of the navy prohibit an 
officer from having his wife or any female 
relatives on board, and that an exception 
should be made in favor of the Minister 
causes considerable unpleasant feeling in 
the navy. 
One of the officers of the Kearsarge, in an 
interview this morning, said: “No man 
likes to be driven out of his quarters, and 
it is a burning shame that Mr. Douglass 
and his family should be sent on the K ear­ 
sarge. I ’ve heard that the owners of the 
Clyde line of steamers offered him and his 
family free passage to H ayti. 
W hy didn’t 
he accept the otter? He is a rich man, 
worth about $300,000, and could well afford 
to pay his own way, but Commander 
Shepard has to give up his cabin to this 
party. It is not right and there is not an 
officer in the navy who would like to be 
put in that position. The question of color 
does not come up. The Captain would not 
have to mes3 with the Minister and party, 
as he would have his meals in the ward­ 
room .”

W a s h in g t o n , September 
30th. — The 
fourth annual report of Carroll D. W right, 
Commissioner ot Labor, just issued, is an 
interesting addition to the existing infor­ 
mation and statistics on the subject of 
labor in America. 
Not the least im portant 
feature of the volume is the chapter de­ 
voted to the character of the working 
women. 
Original investigations were made in 
many cities and the Commissioner thus 
sum s up his opinion on the whole ques­ 
tion : 
“ From all that can be learned one need 
not hesitate in asserting that the working 
women of the country are as honest and as 
virtuous as any class of our citizens.”

I t is probably well know n to th e trav el- 
.ng, and w h at is know n as “ th e stran g er 
public,” th a t th e m ost difficult of things 
to accom plish is to procure by purchase a 
postage stam p in a city w ithout going to 
th e postoffiee. 
W e knew o f an instance 
recen tly w here a citizen desiring to m ail 
a package after th e postoffice stam p-w in- 
dow closed, traversed alm ost th e en tire 
len g th of J and K streets in th e vain en­ 
deavor to purchase ten cents’ w orth of 
postage stam ps. 
O ur own experience in 
San Francisco recently was, th a t betw een 
M ason and B attery streets, on M arket, and 
betw een Post and W ashington streets, on 
M ontgom ery and K earny, such a th in g as 
a postage stam p could not be procured 
even a t donble its value, except a t one o b ­ 
scure place, th e very last one w ould be 
lik ely to en ter upon such a quest. 
A s to 
procuring a special delivery stam p in e ith e r 


San Francisco or Sacram ento, w ithout a 
trip 
to 
th e 
postoffice, 
th a t 
is 
a 
m atter of im possibility, tho u g h th e G ov­ 
ernm ent m akes a n et profit of tw o cents 
upon th e use of each one and encourages 
th e ir sale. 
Indeed, in n early all cases in 
e ith e r city, w here in q u iry is m ade for 


“stam ps,” th e app lican t is treated w ith a 
gruflbess and evidences of a weary sort of 
annoyance th a t tells th e tale of soured dis­ 
positions am ong shopm en because of th e 
m u ltip lic ity of applications to purchase 
postage stam ps, w hich in itself proves how 
m uch th e public is inconvenienced. 
Now 
an d then an accom m odating stationer or 
druggist is found in a large city who keeps 
jiostage stam ps, postal cards and postal 
le tte r sheets for sale. 
B ut these people are 
rare, and w hen discovered are found to be 
phenom enally sw eet-tem pered, am iable and 
lovers of th e h u m ankind in th e broadest 
sense. 
As such kindly creaturea are few 
th e opportunities to procure U ncle Ram’s 
pu b lic frank is very lim ited. In a day and 
age of public conveniences, w hen 
we can 
h av e th e use of the telephone m essenger 
call, postal box, street car, th e bootblack 
an d th e ever present saloon a t everv dozen 
o r so steps, it is ra th e r singular th a t no 


provision has been m ade to accom m odate 
th e public w ith 
facilities for procuring 
G overnm ent stam ps a t official stations well 
d istrib u ted . A s th e custom now is, th e en ­ 
tire public of a great city m ust v isit tlie 
postoffiee, no m atter how d istant, to p ro ­ 
cure so sm all 
an article .as a one-cent 
stam p. 
It would lie a public convenience 
and a positive blessing if th e I’ostoffice 
D epartm ent at W ashington would estab­ 
lish official stations for th e sale of stam ps. 
T h is it can do w ith o u t th e ex p en d itu re of 
a dollar. 
I,ei it sim ply m ake a sm all d is­ 
count upon th e sale of postal supplies of 
th e kind indicated to hotel-keepers, sta­ 
tioners, druggists, aud such o th er “ people 


o f th e counter” as it m ay on application 
and assurance of business in te g rity desig­ 
nate a- "official sellers of postal supplies.” 
T h e percentage off -hould be sufficient to 
cover th e interest ar.d com pensate for th e 
trouble involved. 
U nder such a regula­ 
tion th e necessary num ber of shopm en 
w ould engage in 
th e business, since th e 
lim ita tio n of official designation would 
give some character to th e |>osition. 
C er­ 
ta in ly som ething of th is kind o r in th is 
directio n should be done to accom m odate 
th e public, w hich is now seriously incon­ 
venienced in so sm all a m atter— ap p aren tly 
— as th e procuring of postage stam ps. 


T h e r e is a dead p h ilan th ro p ist of L an ­ 
caster, P a , who is pu t down as having died 
a crank. 
T h e reason for th e ungenerous 
ju d g m en t is th a t he left a will providing

m oney invested in th e construction and 
m aintenance of a first-class wagon road in 
a district w here such a m eans to transpor­ 
tatio n has long lieen needed. 
W herein 
th ere was crankiness in such disposal of 
h is m oney, we fail to discover. 
H e who 
builds a durable, needed road, confers a 
blessing upon 
his fellows th a t is every 
w h it as wise and creditable as th e act of 
erecting for public uses a concert hal , a 
tem ple of w orship o r n building for storage 
o f treasures of a rt. 
A com m unity of age, 
w ith o u t good roads, stands in th e m idst of 
undevelo[ m ent; it is w alled in from th e 
w orld, cu t off from com m unication w ith 
m en. isolated from trade and a h erm it in 
th e heart of activ ity and progression. B ut 
i f ’.ten wou’td confer th e beneficence of 
good roads in th e ir life tim e, living to en­ 
jo y th e fruit of th e ir good doing, how 
g reatly l-etter wnuid lie th e ir action. 
In 
th is country ou r roads are sham efully bad, 
we may nt trib u te it to the newness o f our 
com m unities, b ut tin ill condition o f o u r 
h :hw ays d oe, not com port w itli our prc.- 
gtessiveness in a!! else. 
W e boast o f our 
g reat building , our railroads and o th er 


j superstructures, bn t th e ru ra l populations 
of th e U nited States, as a rule, suffer 
1 th e m iseries of bad roads, w ith a com- 
1 placeney w holly foreign to th e A m erican 
character in all its o th er m anifestations. 
W e ought to have such good roads in th e 
U nited S tates th a t every sort of a w heeled 
vehicle could be rolled sm oothly and easily 
over them , no m atter w hat th e m otive 
pow er em ployed; bu t in fact our highw ays 
are so notoriously bad th a t all vehicles ex­ 
cept those draw n by anim als, are by neces­ 
sity excluded from them . 
U n lik e th e 
older nations, our civilization w ill leave 
no m onum ent to its m em ory in its roads 
for future ages to contem plate, if we p u r­ 
sue th e policy of th e present, and p u t up 
w ith th e m ud abom inations th e ru ral dis­ 
tricts now endure. 


I f th e report is tru th th a t large num ­ 
bers of Chinese are arriv in g in M exico and 
passing through for Texas, it m eans th a t th e 
R estriction A ct is to be disregarded and th e 
U nited States invaded by C hinese in defi­ 
ance of th e law.

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CITY AFFAIRS. 


THE TRUSTEES CONDEMN MORE DILAPI­ 
DATED SIDEWALKS. 


Estim ated Cost of riping the Seventeenth 
Street Sewer—Quarterly Report of 
the City C ollector—Etc. 


The City Trustees met yesterday morn­ 
ing in regular session. All the members 
were present. E. H. Williams, Chief En­ 
gineer of the Water Works, reported that 
for the week ending September 29th 41,­ 
702,000 gallons of water had been pumped. 
The Holly pump was in operation 112 
hours 3nd the Stevens 140 hours. 
John f . Dreman appeared before the 
Board and asked permission to repair about 
twelve feet of his sidewalk on the south 
side of I street, between Fourth and Fifth. 
His request was granted. 
The Sidewalk Inspector, who was in­ 
structed by the Board last Monday to in­ 
spect all of the sidewalks in the down-town 
part of the city—that is, from Front to 
Tenth and from I to L streets—made a re­ 
port as to the condition of the walks within 
that district, designating the ones which 
were rough or in bad order. The report 
was received and placed on tile. 
George A. Putnam, City Collector, made 
the following report for the quarter ending 
September 30th : 
City licenses sold..............................................$7,302 00 
Fees on same...................................................... 
65 00 
Dog licenses sold ................................... 413 00 
Total amount sold..........................................$7,780 00 
On hand O ctober 1, 1889 : 
City licenses.....................................................$7,792 50 
Dog licenses...................................................... 
87 00 
Total amount on hand.............................87,879 50 
John Carlaw appeared before the Board 
and stated that some time ago he had 
bought a lot in the City Cemetery for $415. 
The dimensions of the lot were 51x44 
feet. Lately he had been asked to pay $50 
more for it on the alleged account that the 
former charge was too low. He had no 
deed to the property, and thought he should 
be entitled to it, without paying the extra 
$50. The lot had been offered to him for 
$415, he purchased it, and was not now in­ 
clined to pay any more for it. 
The matter was laid over for one week. 
A. Schaden asked permission of the 
Board to repair a wooden sidewalk on 
Eighth street, between I and J. The walk 
is on the east side of Eighth street, south 
of the alley, between I and J. 
Trustee McLaughlin stated to the Board 
that this piece ot walk was in a very bad 
condition, and he was about to ask that 
the whole haif block there be condemned. 
It was in the business portion of town, and 
he was not in favor of allowing any re­ 
pairs to be made to it. 
Mayor Gregory and Trustee Wolf said 
that the late sidewalk ordinance would 
have to be declared void before the request 
of Mr. Schaden could be granted. 
On motion of Trustee McLaughlin, the 
whole half block of sidewalk on the east 
side of Eighth street, south of the alley, be­ 
tween I and J, was condemned, and Mr. 
Schaden and the other property-owners 
were given a month’s time to put down a 
new walk. 
A petition was received remonstrating 
against the filling of the alley in the block 
bounded by Twenty-fifth and Twenty- 
sixth, O and P streets. The alley is in a 
very bad condition, and in winter the 
water is dammed in by the streets. For a 
part of the past summer stagnant water 
stood there. Sanitary and Building In­ 
spector Starr informed the Board that the 
lowness of the alley made it a nuisance in 
the winter season. 
Trustee McLaughlin thought that even if 
the prif srtv-owners remonstrated, the alley 
ought V. be filled, and if they would not 
fill it, he would have to put a sewer in, 
which would cost 1 lie people more than to 
raise the alley to the grade. 
Henry Carroll, in forcible language, ex­ 
pressed the desire to have the Board see 
that the sewage from the Seventeenth- 
street sewer was not emptied into the Sixth- 
street canal. 
If it was, he said the land 
in that part of the city would beoverliowed 
and property damaged. 
The Board advised Mr. Carroll to wait 
until they had decided to carry the sew­ 
age that way before remonstrating further. 
L. C. Chandler was to have appeared be­ 
fore the Board to furnish bonds, as evi­ 
dence of good faith, that he would fill a 
low lot at Sixth and P streets, but being ill 
he could not attend, and he was allowed 
one week further time. 
Trustee Wolf, alter giving a vivid de­ 
scription of the condition of the block in 
Chinatown recently burned over, moved 
that the owners be ordered to construct a 
bulkhead and build a stone walk in front 
of the property, even if there were no 
houses on it. 
Trustee McLaughlin seconded the mo­ 
tion, and the order was made. 
The sidewalk on the west side of Sixth 
street, south of the alley between O and P, 
was condemned; also ihe sidewalk on the 
northwest corner of Sixth and P streets ex­ 
tending west for a distance of 100 feet. 
The City Engineer made an estimate of 
the cost ot piping the Seventeenth street 
sewer with 18-inch stone pipe to Sixth and 
S streets, and nported that the work couid 
be done for $6,799 10. 
Upon raoiion of Trustee McLaughlin it 
was ordered that the Board inspect the 
ground over which it was proposed to ran 
the sewer, and determine upon some plan 
to carry away the water daring the coming 
winter. 
The following resolutions of intention 
were passed: To grade S street from Front 
to Second, acd Fifteenth street from H 
to L.Trustee McLaughlin recommended that 
all the streets lrom Front to Ninth, and 
from R to Y streets, be declared open, and 
it was so ordered. 
r The sidewalk on the southwest corner of 
Tenth and M streets was condemned. The 
part condemned extends forty feet on M 
street and eighty feet on Tenth. 


‘ SACRAMENTO FOR GOD.” 
Rev. A. C. Urine’s Opening Serm on at the 
M. E. Church South. 
Sunday was opening day at the M. E. 
Church 8outh, and large audiences greeted 
the pastor. Rev. A. C. Bane. I n the even­ 
ing he preached upon the above subject 
taking for his text Judges i., 24: “Show 
us, we pray thee, the entrance into this 
city.” He said : “I have returned from 
Conference with a greater desire than ever 
to carry the gospel to the thousands in this 
city who never hear it. I want this church 
to become the center of an influence that 
shall reach out and lift up the lriendlets 
the skeptical, the indifferent and the 
wicked of this city. 
“One of the most remarkable facts of re­ 
cent years is the great flow of population 
into the States and Territories of the West 
and Northwest. The church seems to have 
appreciated this fact, and has tried to im­ 
press herself upon the life of this new 
empire. 
“But there is another fact which the 
church has not appreciated as she might. 
Our cities are being filled with immigrants, 
too. and whatever plea can be made for 
sending the gospel into the frontier, greater 
plea can be made for sending it into our 
wicked cities. Foreign ideas are growing 
up in oar cities—ideas foreign to Chris­ 
tianity, the Bible and republicanism. Our 
cities are growing up under our eyes, but 
we fail to realize what this growth means. 
But while we sleep ideas nearer the ideal 
of European anarchism than American 
liberty are being freely sown. 
“The gospel must run to meet this tide 
of ideas, and soften or alter them. The 
gospel must keep abreast of all kinds of in­ 
fidelity. 
“We sometimes assume that cities that 
have church spires in every direc­ 
tion pointing to heaven have plenty of 
goepel, but not so. Where no one but the 
clergy are preaching there ia not enough to 
feed the multitnde. Every Christian must 
be preaching this gospel. An empire of 
strange people a,?d ideas is being set up in 
our midst. Th* nihilist, the atheist, the 
skeptic and the Pone are here. The Amer­ 
ican city is one of the most complicated 
facts of modern civilization. How to enter 
it with the gospel ia the great problem of 
the church. 
"Sin was never more defiant than now. 
While she is more intelligent and uses dif­ 
ferent means to attack the church, she is 
jnst as subtle and determined. There is a 
battle to be fought by the chnrch iu this 
land, the nature of which, if fully known, 
would drive all moral cowards from our 
ranks aud leave upon the walls only the 
brave and the true. There is no place in the 
church for men whofearsocial martyrdom, 
when saloons, gambling, Sabbath desecra­ 
tion and communism are thundering against 
the bulwarks a t civilization. 
“Our churches are not doing the work we 


ought to do. The gospel is preached enough, 
but not practiced enough by us. Taere is 
work for each of us to do; there are poor to 
minister to, sick to visit, unfortunate ones 
to encourage, reforms to be wrought. 
“If everything the Christian toucned was 
blest, if he showed to the world that his 
mission was doing good, the church would 
be the most popular institution in the 
world. If the church was true to its pro­ 
fession, there would be no talk about church 
aristocracy; infidelity would have noground 
for her boast, and those who now curse and 
despise it would bless and attend it. 
‘ The church should lead in every moral 
work. We ought to dot this town with 
missions and try to save it. Why are we 
so indifferent? 
There was wickedness 
enough wrought in this city during the 
State Fair to color our cheeks with the 
blush of shame. 
“Let us make our motto for this year, 
‘Sacramento for God!” Let the cross be 
our banner, the spirit our sword; let us 
give a united blast from our gospel trumpets, 
and the walls of sin will fall and the city 
will be won.”

EDUCATIONAL SUBJECTS. 


The R ascal W ho is Reading Stella Cran- 
ney Down to Ruin. 
Mention was made in the Record-Union 
a few days ago of the sad case of Stella 
Cranney, a young Marysville girl, who had 
been induced to leave the convent in that 
city and come to Sacramento, where she 
promptly entered upon a career of shame. 
She refused point blank to be governed by 
the excellent counsel of Rev. Father Cole­ 
man, who came here to reclaim her, if pos­ 
sible, and declared her purpose of follow­ 
ing to the end the life on which she had 
entered. 
8ince then Chief of Police Lee has re­ 
ceived a letter from the good Sisters of the 
convent which the girl had abandoned, urg­ 
ing and beseeching him to spare no efforts 
to save her from following Satan’s path. 
At the same time they wrote to the girl 
also a letter full of love and sympathy, and 
begging her to return. 
On Sunday evening Chief Lee sent for 
the girl, aud read to her the letter he had 
received from the Sisters. She seemed to 
be deeply touched by their kind utterances 
and the sympathy expressed for her, aud 
gave way to tears, but returned to her home 
of shame. That evening a young man 
from Marysville came to the city—the 
same, it is said, who first led the girl astray 
—and whatever impression the letters of 
the Sisters had made upon her was soon for­ 
gotten. This fiend (whose name is said to 
be O’Connor) soon inaugurated a wild 
orgie, with himself and his victim as the 
chief participants. After a night of dissi­ 
pation he yesterday skipped the city, leav­ 
ing her on the public streets helplessly and 
beastly drunk. 
In this pitiable plight the poor weak- 
minded girl was found and taken to the 
police station last evening to sleep off the 
effects of her debauch. She will probably 
be detained by Chief Lee until some of the 
Sisters of the Convent arrive and try once 
more to indace her to abandon her present 
sinful life. 
ITnfortunately thegirl’s age is such that the 
law cannot reach and punish the man who 
caused her ruin, but public sentiment in 
the community in which he lives can, if it 
will, make his name a byword and re­ 
proach in society, and drive him out iu 
disgrace.

It is reported that a Mrs. Hussey has re­ 
turned to this city, after having pursued 
her husband all the way to Iowa, in order 
to get her child from him. The husband, 
who was not living with his wife, went to 
her house some time ago, in this city, and 
obtained permission to take the child to 
walk and went away with it. The mother 
recovered it shortly afterward, but Hussey 
again took the child and went to Iowa. 
He was followed thither by Mrs. Hussey, 
who again gained possession of her little 
one and returned to this city a day or so 
ago. Hussey is reported to be still ia the 
land of cyclones.

Thomas M. Webb has filed a complaint 
in the Superior Court against Thomas An­ 
derson, in an action for the recovery of 
$7,000, which he claims the defendant owes 
him for collections, etc., made by him 
while acting as plaintiff'9 agent under 
power of attorney executed in 1881.

The Perry Sem inary E lephant—The New 
School B uilding to be Fenced I n - 
O ther M atters Considered. 


The City Board of Education met last 
evening for its regular monthly session. 
Present—Directors Todd, Skelton, Davis, 
Hoplev, Chipman, Seuatz, Martin and 
Tufts. 
Director Chipman, from the Committee 
on Furniture and Supplies, reported that 
the desks ordered from Baucrofc A Co. had 
arrived. 
He also submitted propositions for sup­ 
plying teachers’ desks from the Bancroft 
Company. 
Several Directors expressed themselves 
as in favor of purchasing desks and chairs 
for teachers in this city. 
Director Martin moved that the commit­ 
tee be instructed to purchase teachers’ 
desks, chairs, etc., from dealers in Sacra­ 
mento, if possible. 
Director Tufts moved to amend so as to 
provide that the furniture must cost no more 
than in San Francisco. 
The amendment was accepted, and the 
motion adopted. 
Director Skelton, from the Committee on 
Buildings and Repairs, reported that a new 
roof had been put on the building at Sev­ 
enth and G streets ; that on the Thirteenth 
and G-street building repaired and partly 
renewed; the windows iu the same build­ 
ing repaired, and blackboards placed in the 
new building at Twenty-fii-st and L streets. 
The report was accepted. 
Director Martin, from the Committee on 
Course of Studies, reported that the teach­ 
ers and others with whom he had conferred 
regarding the merits of the Spencerian 
copy-books favored their adoption, in pref­ 
erence to the Payson & Dutton series. 
Directors Todd, Davis and Tufts thought 
it not desirable to make a change at the 
present time, especially as the State series 
will be issued before long. 
On motion of Director Tufts, it was 
ordered that no change be made at the 
present time in the copy-books now in 
use.There wa9 some discussion over a bill for 
repainting the blackboards in the Fourth 
and Q streets school building. Through a 
misunderstanding of the action of the 
Board at a previous meeting. Director Skel­ 
ton had the work done at a cost of $221. 
The work was stopped when the mistake 
was discovered, and a question arose as to 
the Board's responsibility in the matter. It 
was finally decided that the work was 
needed, and some time or other would have 
to be done, aud the Board voted to pay the 
bill.The following communication from the 
Clerk of the City Trustees was read : 
Gentlemen: At a meeting of the Board of 
City Trustees, held on August 5,1889.1 was di­ 
rected to request that your honorable Board 
transfer what is known as the Perry .Seminary 
property to the City Trustees, in order that they 
may make arrangements for preparing the 
same for City Hall purposes. 
E. H. McKee, Clerk. 
Director Todd said the building was of 
no special use to the Board, and should be 
disposed of. 
Directors Senaiz, Tufts, Chipman and 
others favored the sale of the property. 
After some discussion of the matter, the 
further consideration of the subject was 
postponed, and the Secretary (on motion of 
Mr. Beard) was instructed to reply to the 
communication to the effect that the Board 
regarded it as its duty to protect city prop­ 
erty in its hands, and not to give it away. 
Director Martin then moved that it be 
the sense of the Board that the Perry Semi­ 
nary property be offered for sale. 
All voted for the motion except Director 
Davis. 
The request of H. C. Cantrell to be al­ 
lowed to photograph the school children 
by classes was denied. 
The matter of constructing a new side­ 
walk at Fifteenth and J was again laid 
over a month for consideration. 
A communication was received from 
Miss Elia A. Feeny applying for a position 
as teacher. Placed on file. 
It was suggested by Director Martin that 
the Board create a revolving fund for the 
purpose of supplying school-books at the 
State figures. Alter some debate the sub­ 
ject was dropped, without action, it being 
the general opinion of the members that 
the dealers’ profits were small enough. 
Director Chipman was instructed to as­ 
certain the cost of wood-boxes lor the sev­ 
eral schoolrooms. 
Director Martin moved that the Princi­ 
pals of schools be instructed to place the 
larger children on the higher floors and 
the smaller ones below. 
Director Senatz moved to amend by 
leaving the matter to the judgment of the 
Principals. So ordered. 
Director Skelton stated that E. A. Bovyer 
would construct a sidewalk about the new 
school-house, at Twenty-first and L streets, 
for sixty cents a foot and a fence lor fifty 
cents a foot. 
Director Hopley moved that the Board 
enter into a contract with Mr. Bovyer to 
build the fence at that price, and it was so 
ordered. 
Bids were received from R. M. Miller, R. 
McGillivray and John D. Shear & Son for 
constructing artifical stone sidewalks about 
the new school builiding at Twenty-first 
and L streets. The first was for $567, the 
next for $617 42 and the latter for $700. 
The matter of insuring the new school 
building was left to Director Todd.

IT WAS_ JUSTIFIABLE. 
So Saya the Coroner's Jury R egarding the 
K illing of the Unknown Burglar. 
An inquest was held by the Coroner last 
evening in the case of the nnknown burg­ 
lar who was shot and killed Sunday night 
by Edwin Keyser, who is employed as 
engineer by the Capital Packing Company. 
Keyser was the first witness called. He 
detailed the story of the killing substan­ 
tially as it appeared in yesterday’s Record- 
Union. He said he was watching in the 
shed in the rear of the cannery, in hope of 
catching the thieves who had previously 
entered the place and had stolen various 
articles. “I went into the shed at about 
half-past 6 ia the evening,” he said, "and 
waited until nearly 11 o'clock. Then I 
heard footsteps outside, and knew that two 
men were there. One of them said to the 
other, ‘Be easy, be easy.’ They palled a 
board off the sbed and entered. One of 
them 
approached 
the 
shelves 
on 
which were the jars of preserves, 
and then I called out, ‘Hands up!’ 
at the same time cocking the shotgun 
which I had with me. Both bolted for the 
opening, and I called out to them to stop. 
One got out, and as the other was about to 
follow him 1 shot him. He was about half 
way through and facing me. After I fired 
he got out and ran a 9hort distance, and I 
after him. He tell right close to the en­ 
trance of the othce of the cannery. I ran 
np towards him just as Mr. Sharp, Ihe 
nightwatcbman, came down. He said: 
•You lost your man ; I saw him going like 
shot out of a gun.’ I said, ‘No, sir; 
here he is.’ Sharp came up and said, ‘ Let's 
turn him over.’ I placed the gun up 
against the building and turned him over 
on his back. He gasped once and died. I 
telephoned for the police, and waited till 
thev came. I never saw the deceased be- 
lore to my knowledge. I recognize some 
of the clothing which he had on as being 
my own, and which had been stolen from 
me."Dr. G. A. White testified that he had 
performed an autopsy upon Ihe body of the 
deceased. He said there were briiisei on 
the right cheek and ovar the right eye, and 
a lacerated ganshot wound on the left 
thumb. The main charge of shot passed 
through the breast, between the third and 
fourtn ribs, entered the upper part of the 
perecardium and tore through the auricle 
of the aorta, completely obliterating the 
same. The charge of shot, together with a 
portion of the wadding lodged iu the left 
lung. 
There were no more material witnesses, 
and the case was submitted to the jury. 
The latter ffund, after a short deliberation, 
that “the name and nativity of this man is 
unknown to us; that lie csme to his dpath 
from a gucsho: wound in the breast at the 
hands of one Edwin C. Keyser; that it was 
a justifiable homicide, as tiie deoensed was 


in the net ot committing a felony when 
shot.” 
The remains háVí ft* jet been unidenti­ 
fied. Numerous persctfl* have stated that 
his face ia familiar to 
having seen 
him roaming the streets late 5t night, etc., 
but none appear to have any positive 
knowledge regardine him. 
An individual, who gave his name as 
Charles Rose, and who was considerably 
under the influence of liquor, appeared 8t 
the Coroner’s office yesterday and stated 
that he knew the deceased. He said his 
name was YY’illiam Horton, and they had 
come to this State together from Ohio 
three years ago. The matter was reported 
to the police, and the latter took charge of 
Rose, wilh the view of learning how much 
he knew about the matter when he shall 
have recovered from the effects of his spree. 
He might be the man who was with the 
deceased when he was shot. 


AMUSEMENTS. 
The Metropolitan Theater was filled last 
night by an audience, the anticipations of 
which had been raised to a high pitch. It 
was not disappointed. "The Stowaway” is 
a melodrama well acted throughout, I t 
is a sensational composition dealing with 
low life in London and some middle sta­ 
tion people, and is not more impro­ 
bable than the tales of woe, con­ 
spiracy, wrong and outrage that come to 
us daily over the wires. It has not literary 
merit and addresses the taste for the sensa­ 
tional and melodramatic rather than the 
intelligence. In short, it is a dime novel 
on the stage. The scenery used is that of 
the company, with a single exception, and 
is novel and eilective, and two scenes are 
of pronounced beauty. The corner of low 
London, in the first act, is a fine piece of 
intricate stage setting, and gives a very 
good representation of some of the 
low levels of poverty, wretchedness 
and 
crime 
in 
the 
great 
city. 
In 
the 
fourth 
act 
a 
full-riggéd 
and handsome forty-foot yacht is put upon 
the stage. It is a decidedly new scenic 
effect and is admirably carried out, the act 
being played wholly on the deck of the 
yacht. A closer approach to reality in put­ 
ting a large sailing boat upon the stage 
could scarcely be made. In the last act 
there was a fine setting of the entrance, 
through an old wood to an English villa. 
YVhile there is not great demand for su­ 
perior acting, there are two character 
parts that are conspicuous by their origin­ 
ality and the skill of the actors, M¡ss 
Elmore 
as 
a 
newsboy, 
and 
Mr. 
Booker as Dickey Dials, me stowaway. 
All the others did that given them to do 
well, however. The safe-cracking scene, 
by men the management assures its au­ 
diences are experts and practical burglars, 
was carried out in what ‘must be assumed, 
under that statement, in “approved” style. 
It was a sensation “job” that drew from 
the gallery rounds of applause. It is very 
easy to understand how a piece so void of 
literary merit and dealing with very ordi­ 
nary characters, and a story that has its 
villain who is seeking to keep the heir out of 
his heritage, and to marry the heroine who 
loves the discarded heir; a play with a news 
boy and tramp and hired ruffians, a de­ 
crept old man and a faithless confidential 
clerk—his nephew—draws as does “The 
Stowaway.” It is because the play is 
backed by fine scenery, novel effects, is 
rapid in action, and has startling tableaux 
in plenty, and one scene introducing the 
largest vessel ever put upon the stage. 
There will be a second and final perform­ 
ance this evening.

Jury finished the 
investigation iu the 
Flack divorce case at noon to-day. Fore­ 
m an Fosdiek read the presentment, which 
stated that the jury was satisfied there was 
a wicked conspiracy. That such a con­ 
spiracy could be carried out under the 
cover of the law was of great public con­ 
cern. 
The jury called the attention of the 
Legislature to the pernicious system of ap­ 
pointing referees to take testimouy in di­ 
vorce cases. 
The testimony should be 
taken by the Judges iu open Court. The 
harm which would be done by publicity of 
such evidence would be far less than that 
which befalls when things are done in 
secret. 
“ It is obvious,” runs the presentment, 
“ that a decree of divorce could not have 
been obtained without the sanction of.Iudge 
Bookstover; that sanction, partly by deceit 
and imposture and partly either by judicial 
negligence or judicial collusion. 
If by 
negligence, suca negligence was inexcus­ 
a b le ; if bv collusion, such was crim inal. 
W e have not determ ined which. 
Lawyer 
W right, while it might be said that he 
intended no wrong, still deserved to be 
censured. 
Ambrose Monell and Joseph 
Weeks, the jury thought, imposed on the 
Court and had obtained a divorce by col­ 
lusion, deceipt and fraud.” 
The presentm ent concluded by stating 
that the jurors had came to the conclusion 
that a wicked and criminal conspiracy had 
been committed, and the persons whose 
nam es appeared on the accompanying in­ 
dictm ents deserve to be treated according 
to law.

Prohibition will undoubtedly carry in 
South Dakota, but the other in turn will 
probably vote against it.

The Republican Chairman of the State 
Central Committee claims the Legislature 
will be Republican on joint ballot by a 
majority of thirty. On the other hand the 
Democrats claim the Legislature on joint 
ballot by ten. 
The Prohibitionists and more radical 
of the Woman Sutfragists, have been work­ 
ing for the defeat of the Constitution, 
rather than for the adoption of the separate 
clauses in their interest as they have no 
hope of carrying the same.
